Ilia  industry  will  cause  the 
acres  to  bud  end  blossom,  and  bis  judgement 
will  keep  him  oat  of  risky  side  enterprises 
and  from  getting  bead  ocer  heel*  In  debt.  The 
curse  of  any  man  or  of  any  basin**#  Is  debt, 
end  outside  speculation  usually  load*  the  far¬ 
mer  into  It.  As  a  rale.  It  J#  beat  to  stick,  to 
an*  bnetaee*.  With  few  except  loo*,  the  man 
who  geU  too  many  Irooe  in  tke  Are  will  get 
some  of  the  Iron#  burned,  and  will  be  eery 
lucky  If  he  doe#  oo*  get  some  of  hi*  Sogers 
badly  scorched.  So  almost  nolcerml  la  the 
operation  of  this  rule  that  tke  world  is  eccun 
uxned  to  wail  patiently  for  the  downfall  of 
any  man  with  two  or  three  kind*  of  basineee 
oo  hand,  and  If  each  a  man  happens  to  get 
through  all  right,  Instead  of  grttiag  credit 
for  being  a  legitimate  exception,  be  la  tamed 
off  with  (he  simple  exclamation.  What  a  lucky 
fellow :  Successful  fanning  requires  nil  the 
force  and  ingenuity  of  one  brain.  Slipshod 
farming  will  eooduct  Itself,  bat  not  no  good 
farming.  Anybody  ean  plant  aad  sow,  aad 
anybody  can  gather  what  grows.  Bat  not 
everybody  can  do  either  a*  it  ought  to  be  done. 
Farming  la  a  complicated  science— the  grand 
aggregate  of  ail  science* — and  it  require*  hard 
study  sod  close  application. 

Entertaining  the  now  pretty  generally  explod¬ 
ed  Idea  that  anybody  can  farm,  or  that  the 
farm  will  take  car*  of  Uself,  many  a  farmer 
has  tried  to  lire  on  the  farm,  and  devote  the 
to  be  reasonable  in  expression,  a 
part  of  ki*  lime  to  other  calling*.  In  ninety- 
nine  caeca  oat  of  a  hundred  disaster  has  re¬ 
sulted,  and  both  farm  aad  outside  business 
hare  been  smashed  ;  and  la  clew  of  what  tbs 
past  bs*  shown  tn  this  particular,  the  beet  ad¬ 
vice  that  can  be  given  la  to  stick  to  the  farm 
if  you  have  one,  or  to  let  the  farm  aloo*  if  you 
are  determined  to  enter  upon  or  continue  in 
some  other  bu  store*. 

The  risk*  la  farming,  as  already  stated,  are 
comparatively  few  There  ts  no  danger  of  ruin 
arising  from  competition  ;  there  Is  none  arising 
from  the  treachery  of  business  associates.  Tbs 
farm,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  is  sure  to 
furnieb  enough  to  make  the  family  comfortable, 
and  extraordinary  circumstance*,  which  are  of 
a  providential  character  always.  Sr*  not  very 
apt  to  exist.  The  farmer  is  engaged  In  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  articles  width  the  public  must  have. 

It  make*  no  diffrreneu  what  else  the  people  do 
without  they  must  have  bread.  They  can  wear 
tbelr  old  clothes,  but  they  giust  have  new  flour, 
and  wnil*  a  depreaaioo  of  the  time*  may  limit 
the  demand,  it  cannot  wholly  destroy  It.  Thus 
la  the  tanner  engaged  In  a  business  which  Is 
always  active.  If  otbe#  kinds  of  business  are 
flourishing,  agriculture  must  b«  oo  the  very  top¬ 
most  ronnd  :  if  other  kind*  of  business  a ra  de¬ 
pressed,  agriculture  must  still  be  on  a  ronnd  a 
little  above  any  other  business. 

In  mercantile  or  purely  speculative  business, 
there  1*  oo  certainty  of  safety  for  a  week,  and 
scarcely  for  an  hour.  Financial  pan i os  may 
coma  and  swallow  up  vaiacs  until  tha  merchant 
la  rained  and  the  speculator  et redded  ;  compel! 
hoc  may  bankrupt  oo*,  ten  or  score*  of  mer¬ 
chants.  A.  T  Stewart,  with  bis  Immense  for¬ 
tune,  could  at  any  time  rain  a  house  that  was 
carrying  a  large  line  of  good*.  But  A.  T.  gtaw- 
art,  with  all  kla  millions,  oouid  never  have  rain¬ 
ed  a  farmer  who  owned  n  nice  farm,  aad  was 
oat  of  debt.  Wlthia  a  couple  of  week*  a  promi¬ 
nent  member  of  tbs  Chicago  Board  of  Trad* 
ha*  goo#  to  pieces.  Every  on*  was  surprised. 
There  ws#  noththg  In  kls  failure  to  *uh  sur¬ 
prise  ;  ft  is  a  surprise  that  pore  do  not  go.

More  than  that,  every 
ta  employed  for. victory  and  the  Democrats  are 
couoeeiUd,  lf  not  iod,  bv  th#  moot  astute  polt- 
ndar  the  American  sky— a  man  ready 
for  any  device  aad  with  an  ingenuity  than  can 
died  by  no  other  man  In  the  country.

Tbe  main  part  of  Mr  Parker's  address  waa  tb* 
comparison  of  the  records  of  the  two  parties 
and  tha  Inference  therefrom  of  the  Republican 
party’s  superiority.

Subsequently 
he  went  to  New  York  city  and  engaged  in  the 
dry  goods  jobbing  trade  (here,  residing  ta  New 
Jersey.  .About  fifteen  years  ago  be  came  to 
this  city  BDd  entered  the  American  publishing 
company,  and  sfiebfnally  became  Its  president, 
his  son  Francis  E.  Bliss  being  the  secretary. 
Mr.  Bliss  Wat  a  man  of  great  energy,  a  thorough 
master  of  the  subscription  book  publishing 
business  and-an  excellent  orgauixer  of  agencies. 
He  was  a  good  Judge  of  what  would  suit  the 
popular  mind,  and  bis  quick  perception  well 
fitted  him  to  select  tbe  proper  agents  to  bring 
his  publication  before  the  public.  Under  his 
superintendence  the  principal  books  of  "Mark 
Twain”  have  been  published  by  tbe  American 
publishing  company,  "The  Innocents  Abroad” 
being  the  first  one  brought  out,  we  believe,  and 
all  of  which  have  reached  a  Urge  sale.  The 
cause  of  bis  death  was  neuralgia  of  tbe  heart, 
from  which  he  had  suffered  since  last  spring. 
His  wife,  by  a  secoodimarriage,  and  two  son*, 
Francis  E.  and  Walter, sod  two  daughters, Hattie 
E.  and  a  child  of  3  years,  survive  him.  lie 
had  accumulated  a  competence  In  bis  business 
and  had  several  policies  of  la su ranee  on  hU 
life— one  being  for  $5000.  HU  father  Mr.  Elisha 
Bliss,  Is  now  livln#  at  tbe  age  of  98,  making 
hi*  home  with  the  family  on  Asylum  Avenue. 
A  brother,  R.  W.  Biss,  I*  also  In  th*  publtah- 
tng  business  in  this  city.

DESTRUCTIVE  FIRE  IN  MONTCLAIR. 

■VRRAi.  MTILDOW*  BtTRWRD  TO  THR  OROCBD—

A  serious  fir*  occurred  tn  Montclair  at  an  early 
hour  Thursday  morning,  involving  tke  doatrnc- 
Geo  of  several  buildings  in  tke  rear  of  William 
8-  Morris'  now  store  aad  factory  building  at  tho 
junction  of  Boomflald  avenue  and  Old  Road. 
The  Ira  waa  Ant  discovered  ta  a  frame  Une- 
koamo  on  tke  Old  Rond,  aad  tbe  flames 
spread  with  peat  rapidity,  oommmnicaUng  to 
the  rear  boilding*  of  tke  old  Morris  factory.  In 
a  short  time  this  too  waa  enveloped  in  flames, 
snd  the  fire  bad  reached  what  waa  formerly 
Morris’  store,  but  lately  bad  been  an  ice  cream 
U  fieri*  to  stay  tke  progress  of  tke 


THE  SWEET  POTATO  CROP. 

The  Tnbun*  obtain*  from  on*  of  the  leading 
dealers  in  sweet  potatoes  In  Washington  Market 
the  following  information  in  regard  to  the  sweet 
potato  crop  of  1800 :  There  1*  now  no  doubt 
that  there  will  be  an  abundance  of  tweet  pota¬ 
toes  this  year.  Along  tke  east  shore  of  Virginia, 
where  most  of  the  stock  lx  now  oomlng  from, 
there  was  a  large  amount  of  ground  planted, 
and  tbe  yield  haa^beeu  Ve*y  good  ;  tb*  quality 
Is  excellent.  Delaware  “sweet* ”  are  Just  be¬ 
ginning  to  arrive,  pod  there,  also,  there  will  be 
a  good  crop.  It  ta  probable  that  tbe  crop  gen¬ 
erally  will  exceed  that  of  last  year.  The  Dela¬ 
ware  labels  pt  const <csed  tke  best,  and.  the 
Virginia  stock  -ranks next.  A  considerable 
quantity  Is  raised  in  New  Jersey,  hut  they  are 
of  inferior  quality)  generally  email,  and  cook 
unaatisfactorily.  A  large  part  of  the  Delaware 
crop  1*  kiln  dried  every  year  to  make  them  keep 
late  In  the  Winter.  The  crop  is  planted  at  dif¬ 
ferent  time*,  so  thpt  It  matures  about  aa  fast  as 
wanted  during  tke  Fall.  Farmer*  began  dig¬ 
ging  some  time  ago,  and  will  continue  until  No¬ 
vember. 

Tbe  bulk  of  tbe  crop  comes  to  market  In  sail¬ 
ing  vessels,  which  hold  from  300  to  1,000  barrels 
Large  quantities  also  coma  by  tbe  Old 
Dominion  steamer*  from  Norfolk  and  Rich- 
moud.  Other*  are  shipped  by  railroad  by  the 
way  of  Baltimore.  Sweet  potatoes  are  general¬ 
ly  packed  for  shipment  In  barrels  with  canvas 
top*.  Holm  ara  ent  In  th*  side*  to  admit  tho 
air,  aa  they  are  more  delicate  than  their  Irish 
cousins  and  easily  decay.  Some U me*  they  are 
shipped  in  balk  by  vessels,  but  then  they  are 
leas  likely  to  keep  well.  Large  quantities  are  fw 
shipped  to  Albany,  Troy,  Hartford,  New  Haven, 
Providence,  Boston,  a^d  lessor  cities.  At  pres¬ 
ent  the  best  sweet  potatoes  ara  aeOtag  at  $3.50 
rel,  aad  oommoo  Mock  at  $3;  but  dealers 
expect  price*  to  drop  to  $L50  R  ttUta  latar  ta  tka 
■RMon.  Plump,  bright  tutor*  will  be  found  to 
have  tha  best  cooking  qualities  \  those  which 
wre  elongated  and  dark  colored  are  always  in¬ 
ferior.  Efforts  to  raise  sweet  potatoes  in  New 
York  and  other  Northern  State*  h*T«  not  mot 
wkh  much  success.  Some  ara  raised  ta  tke 
West,  particularly  around  SC  Louis,  aad  with 
throe  that  part  of  tho  country  ta  fOppJIrd. 


A  few  minntea  after  our  arrival  we  made  np  a 
party  of  foer  gentlemen  to  aoe  the.  eity,  etc. 
After  visiting  tke  post-office  aad  maillag  our 
letter*,  and  attending  to  some  business,  w*  west 
to  a  stablti  and  took,  or  hired,  four  saddle-horses 
at  $1,00  aB  hour  and  started.  Alter  viewing  the 
city,  we  Marted  for  the  shell  heart,  some  five 
mile*  a  war.  Ot>r  borsft,  of  tatter  ponle*-for 
they  were  small  in  stature — were  inclined  to 
want  theta  owtoway, 

were  masters  of  the  situation.  Bat  yon  should 
have  peon  $* — H  waa  a  laughable  sight.  To  one 
of  our  number  it  waa  the  first  experience,  and 
pone  of  us  could  be  called 
The  thrive  from  the  city  to  the  beach  U  a  fine 
one,  lined  an  bath  aide*  throughout  With  baORfia 
and  coeoanut  tree*  and  tropical  plants  in  great 
variety.  Along  the  bnee  of  a  mountain  whore, 
at  a  good  many  place#,  eras  a  precipitous  cliff  to 
the  ocean  below,  tbe  surf  breaking  upon  it* 
perpendicular  rodks  would  send  up  clouds  of 
•pray  that  la  a  few  moments  would  have  com¬ 
pletely  drenched  us  had  we  tarried.  About 
tour  miles  from  the  town  we  <  sue  upon  a  low 
•aptly  beach  beyond  which  was  a  coral  reef 
where  the  Mlrf  was  dashing  and  thuuderlng  so 
as  to  be  beard  for  some  distance,  and  I  could 
not  but  think  what  must  be  th*  Heeling*  of  yie 
mariner  as  be  approaches  or  is  driven  near  these 
shoals  by  a  Morin  on  a  dark  night— when  tbe 
appalling  cry  goes  from  to  mouth  "Breakers 
Ab^td.”  Not  an  enviable  situation  I  can  ap¬ 
prehend.  Beyond  we  come  upon  a  splendid 
beaob  u*  near  like  that  at  Ocean  Grove  as  any  1 
can  liuagiue,  when,  at  low  tide,  number*  of 
beautiful  shell*  cau  be  gathered.  Unfortu¬ 
nately  for  us  It  w*s  high  ^Ide  and  our  limited 
time  would  Ri*  permit  our  Msiylng  long  and 
so  wq  got  but  r  very  small  variety  of  shells  sod 
only  one  piece  of  coral  worth  saving — the  mush¬ 
room  coral,  a  piece  about  the  siSS  of  the  palm 
of  yoqr  band.  But  we  were  wail  paid  for  our 
trip.  At  the  beach  we  saw  numbers  of  natives 
bathing  and  frolicking  in  the  surf— the  meuand 
women  together,  with  only  a  very  small  and 
rather  narrow  strip  of  cloth  around  the  loin*. 
And  we  saw  *  considerable  numkrr  of  the  na¬ 
tive*  at  work  in  the  fields,  with  the  same  dress 
— or  undress. 

On  our  way  back  to  town  we  Mopped  several 
time*  at  tbe  huts  of  the  natives  aad,  dismount¬ 
ing,  weot  Into  the  Interior.  Wr  could  not  by 
languagr  make  them  uuderstamd  our  wants, 
but  by  signs  they  knew  we  wautad  a  drink  of 
water.  This  waa  Invariably  our 
not  In  ,t k.  least  talratj^Ki 
the  water  we  had  ttm*  to  Ok 
of  their  dwellings  aad  notice  their  way*.  Their 
hous-s  are  rude  structures,  sometime*  built  of 
•awed  lumber  but  more  often  made  with  bam¬ 
boo  and  having  thatched  straw  roofs,  one  and 
tod  two  rooms  being  tbe  rule,  three  rooms  the 
excepUou.  They,  have  no  chair*  or  lattes  tut 
Sit  upon  ruga  and  eel  / core  dishes  hold  M  thslr 
laps  or  bstweea  their  knees.  AltaOtl  every  hut 
has  an  artottan  or  pipe  well,  only  having  to  go 
below  ground  twenty  feet  on  the  average  to 
reach  good  flowing  water,  and  to  pump*  or 
well  sweept  are  Reeded.  This  only  In  the  vat- 
fey.  On  the  mountain  sides  are  numerous 
that  afford  water  for  all  purposes  and 
wells  art  dug. |  At  each  place  Itut  we  stop- 
we  would  drop  Uu»  natives  a  ten-ccut  y*ec# 
and  It  was  worth  doubt*  tttat  to  fltt  tbe  expres¬ 
sions  of  thoir  faces.  After  revolving  tb*  ten- 
tent  piece  at  on*  hut  tb*  natlvs  girl— about 
tweet  sixteen— went  out  of  the  house  and  pfek- 
ed  u*  each  a  hoqaat  of  flowers  and  pinned  it 
apoo  the  front  of  our  bats.  A  stater,  younger, 
the  meanwhile  braided  a  flower  with  a  long 
stem  (very  similar  to  our  daisy)  into  a  wreath 
or  band  for  our  hats,  and  we  rode  Ihto  town  and 
went  on  board  the  steamer  thus  bedecked  with 
posies.  Wc  came  into  town  by  another  road 
from  that  wc  took  when  wc  went  out  and  rime 
Upon  the  palace  of  King  Kalskbun  (pronouuccd 
Calico).  Tbe  gat*  to  th*  ground*  being  open, 
•nd  seeing  no  one  to  stop  us,  we  Started  to 
drive  in  but  had  not  passeq^the  entrance  before 
we  were  confronted  by  thrfc*  guards  who,  with 
drawn  swords,  'barred  our  entrahee  and  looked 
•avagely  upon  ua— ready  to  carve  ns  np  tf  we 
Went  any  further ;  and,  thinking  discretion  was 
•vidently  the  better  part  of  valor,  we  withdrew 
tod  took  oar  way— away— as  fast  as  conveni¬ 
ent  to  the  stable  and  again  were  oe  Toot  bound 
to  the  steamer. 

The  town  Is  situated  at  the  footef  a  mountain 
called  the  “  Palls,”  which  rises  1,700  feet  from 
the  sss.  To  the  right  sod  left  of  tbs  town  la  a 
valley  or  gradually  ascending  slope  extending 
for  mile*  inland  and  giving  $»•  pasturage  for 
cattle  and  sheep,  and  beyond  ara  coffee  and  su¬ 
gar  plantations.  Our  limited  ttm*  did  not  ad¬ 
mit  of  our  v tailing  any  plantation  or  large  sugar 
press  as  we  should  have  liked.  The  street*  of 
the  town  are  narrow  and  have  uo  sidewalks. 
Tbe  stores  and  baxaar*  open  directly  upon  the 
Mreet,  and  are  filled  with  gaudy  draperies  to 
take  the  eye  agd  tickle  the  vanity  of  the 
kat.  The  fruits  that  here  grow  ta  profusion  on 
each  house  above  the  store, on  the  second  story, 
overbang  the  piasxas  so  aa,  In  the  narrowest 
streets,  to  leaf*  only  a  few  feet  between  them 
fbr  the  *unlig|t  to  penetrate  to  the  passer-by 
below.  There)  are  a  good  many  Chinese  in  Hon¬ 
olulu  and,  as  hi  Sen  Fmnctece,  they  have  their 
own  quarter  ojf Ufa  city;  but  here  they 
corned  by  the  people,  aad  emigration  Is  enc< 
aged.  We  bad  some  fifty  in  the  steerage  of  the 
steamer  coming  to  make  their  homo*  here.
